last week on the competition of the sil- 
ver-standard countries with the indus- 
tries of the United States, arid made an 
able and conclusive argument in fnror 
of the remonetization of silver. Unlike 
the usual statistical and intricate state 
mcnts offereJ in connection with ques- 
tions of such vital importance to the 
country, Mr. New lands confined him- 
self to ter&e and comprehensive facts 
that touched upon the injury to the 
American people by the products of 
thia country coming into competition 
with similar products of foreign silror 
standard nations, the vnlucs of which 
were measured in the markets of the 
world by sold. V.' heat, cotton and other 
exportable products with which Amer- 
ica pays her debts abroad, enter into 
competition with the products of the 
Orient, where 1 ibor is always cheap 
and when meat. .rod under tho gold 
standard, is doubly cheap. 
The mar- 


ketable price of suoli products invari- 
ably fall with the falling price of silver 
and the country is now threatened v.Kh 
an industrial invasion from the Orient 
in manufacturing interests, for with 
the low price of labor in these con a 
tries the tariff wall is not high enough 
to keep out the products of sucl 
cheap labor. European manufacturers 
are 
losing 
their 
markets in the 


Orient by reason of the fact that tho 
countries of Europe cannot compete 
with tho manufacturing industries o: 
the former. While it is recognized lha 
European manufacture] s can turu on 
their products by reason of a low prici 
of labor, at less tiian one-half what thi 
same product can be manufactured in 
America, the Oriental countries can 
furnish similar piodu cts at about on 
fifth. 


The unrest and distress all over the 


country, 
Mr 
New-lands claims, 


caused by this condition of affairs, and 
is rapidly arriving at that point where 
it is becoming alarming. He insists that 
tho existing conditions aro too critical 
to permit a waste of time in intern s 
tional conferences, that the change 
must be for the better and must occur 
without delay. He is satisfied that free 
coinage in the United States, nould 
raise the value of silver, and a propor- 
tionate raise in the prices of wheat, cot- 
ton, manufactures and labor would fol- 
low. 


The United Statea has a greater ab- 


sorbing power for silvei thau uny oth°r 
part of the world and would demand 
$100,000,000 annually for five years to 
take the place of greenbacks and Na- 
tional bank notes. It is Mr. Newluud's 
belief that this country alone could re- 
store and maintain the old parity be- 
tween the metals, and even if free coin- 
age should place us on a silver basis 
the increased price of products would 
compensate for any premium on gold. 


Nearly every phase of the silver 


question was touched upon. His com- 
parisons were brief yet so pointed that 
they could not 
be misunderstood. 


Questions put to him by members of 
the committee were answered without 
hesitation and in such a conclusive 
manner that there was little chance 
for argument. He occupied two hours' 
time before the committee and was re- 
quested to continue the subject at a 
subsequent meeting, the members of 
the committee expressing themselves 
as deeply interested and admitting that 
man; of these phases of the silver 
question were new to them.

It is now proposed by the Spanish 


Government to put into execution a 
comprehensive system of home rule or 
autonomy for Cuba, This would indi- 
cate tbat Spain is losing its grip on 
thia little colony and realizes that tbe 
only way to retain any hold at all is to 
resort to most any character of com- for nothing. 
promise, in tbe hope of ending the re- 
bellion and still holding a whip band 
over the island colony. What Cuba 
will do in the premises has not as yet 
been decided upon, but will likely ac- 
cept the situation, at least for the 
present. For that she has gained a 
victory over the mother country there 
is little question, and doubtless her 
people are temporarily satisfied with 
small favors. The outcome, however, 
will probably be similar to other col- 
onies that have become independent of 
their mother country, first accepting 
most any situation that would give re- 
lief, and later severing all ties with tho 
home government. 


It is proposed to establish two local 


bodies in Cuba, the members of which 
will be drawn largely, if not entirely, 
from residents of the colony. One 
will be known as 
the 


Chamber of Deputies and the other as 
the Council of Administration, the lat- 
ter having appellate jurisdiction over 
the former. The Council of Adminis- 
tration will be granted extended powers 
in the internal management of public 
affairs, but the Governor will be ap- 
pointed by Spain and continue as the 
supreme representative of that coun- 
try and hare direct charge of the mili- 
tary, naval and all international ques- 
tions, 


Setcinl State Contentions Meet—TViIlium 


C. Kussell for President. 


April 21.—With enthusiasm 


ilmoat surpassing that noted at the re- 
cent State Convention of the Republi- 
cans of Massachusetts, when Thomas 
13. Keed was indorsed as the Presi- 
dential candidate, the Democrats of 
tliis State to-day set their approval 
upon Cleveland as President and named 
ex-Governor William C. P.ussellas their 
choice for the nomination to hia suc- 
cessor. Judge John W. Corcoran called 
the convention to order. T. J. Gargan 
of Boston was named Chairman of the 
Committee on Eesoiutions, and John 
E. Thayer of Worcester was chosen 
Peimanent Chairman. In his address 
he claimed that Democracy is the party 
of the people. Under the influence of 
its efforts, he said, capital and labor are 
coining to a more intelligent under- 
standing of the rights of both, prepar- 
ing the way for an amicable adjustment 
of economic and industrial questions. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., April 21.—The 


Democratic 
State Convention will 


adopt a platform in favor of the free 
coinage of silver at 16 to 1, and instruct 
the delegation to Chicago on the same 
line. The delegation slated for the 
State at large consists of Senators 
Morgan and Pugh, Congressman Bank- 
head and General Pottius. The nomi- 
nation of Captain Johnson for Gov- 
ernor by 3 to 1 is conceded. 


DALLAS, Texas, April 
21.—Texas 


Democrats opposed to silver met in a 
State Conference at Dallas to-day. Dp- 


rda of 300 delegates are present. 
It 


iooks as if the full State ticket, Con- 
gressional candidates and possibly 
members of the Legislature, will be de- 
termined on if the National Convention 
adopts a free silver platform. 


PROVIDENCE, April 21.—The Demo- 


cratic Convention to choose eight dele- 
gates for the National Convention as- 
sembled to-day. There was but little 
enthusiasm and many towns were not 
represented. Pilchard E. Comstook pre- 
sided. The reference in his speech to 
William E. Bussell received great ap- 
plause, especially when ho asserted 
that Kussell would, as a Piesidential 
candidate, again lead the party to 
victory.

After committing the deed Lehman at- 
tempted to end his own life by hang- 
ing, but failing in this he turned the 
revolver upon himself and sent a bullet 
through his heart, killing himself in- 
stantly.

The 
body of Lehman was found lying in 
the bathroom upstairs.

Attached to the trolley is a huge pair 


of sharp pronged tongs capable of span- 
ning a log C feot iu diameter. Leading 
nway from tbo boat is a well marked 
lar.o traversed by the trolley. Trees are 
Bleared nway on each side of tho cable 
to tho full extent of its gi'asp, nnd the 
laue terminates only where the end tree 
Df tho trolley lino stands. This point 
reached, tho cable is taken down and 
{mother laae .soon radiates from the pull 
boat. 
When five or six Innes havo been 


made, the tract has been pretty well 
cleared of serviceable trees, ;.nd the boat 
and clamp are moved to a now point. 


\Vhou a cypress is felled in one of 


these lanes, it is cross cut in lengths of 
13 to 10 feot, and the jaws of the grap- 
nel or a bight of chain grip the end ly- 
ing toward tbe boat. A whoop from the 
foreman of tho gang notifies tho engi- 
neer, who blows his whistle and starts 
i!m engine. 
As the conveyor cable 


tightens, the forward end of the log rises 
sJoar of the water and stumps and the 
other end trails through the water, send- 
ing up fountains of spray as it rears 
ever fcneos and stumps and splashes in 
the open pools. Sometimes a ventnre- 
sorue negro straddles the log, and, cling- 
ing to tho chain or grapnel, rides out to 
tbe houseboat to get his dinner or grind 
an as. It is a wild ride, and appears far 
more thrilling than the spectaclo of a 
tenderfoot upon a bucking broncho. 


Tin's, however, is only ouo of the un- 


uierous cypress industries in Florida, 
tind there aro many more of tho same 
kind in Louisiana and Alabama, where 
living watercourses penetrate the cypress 
swamps. Whore there ia not good water- 
way in Louisiana an even more costly 
plant is used frequently. A sawmill is 
placed at tho edge of a cypress swa.mp 
and from the slabs and sawdnst of the 
nearby trees a railroad bed is bnilt out 
into the swamp, and the place of the 
pnllboat is taken by a heavy flat car, 
secured to nearby trees with guy ropes, 
and having on board a powerful prilling 
engine.—New York Sun.
